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The claim invention is directed to a system and process that reduces the energy that is 
consumes by charging and discharging of driver lines in a display device. Applicants' Remarks 
provided in pages 2-4 of the Amendment have specifically pointed out the patentable novelty 
features and the differences between the claimed invention and the prior art of record.
